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An AccompC of Three Books. 

I. De ANGLORVM GENTIS ORIGINE DlSCE - 
V T AT 10 , Auth. Rob. Sheringhamo Cantabrigienft , Colleg. 
Gonvilii & Caii Socio. Cantabrigiae, 1670. in 8°. 

T Hc Learned Author of this Difcourfe doth- therein inquire into 
the Origine both of the Antient Britans, and of the Angli or Eng- 
lijb •, having firft deferibed the Scituation, Latitude, Form, Fertility, 
and Temper of the Inhabitants of this IJland. In his Inquiry be find? 
nothing that may be more certain in fo great obfeurity, than that the 
Old Britans were defeended from the Trojans , by Brutus , the Off- 
fpringof *Mnetu \ and that the Angli are the Race of the Gothic ^ Na¬ 
tion ( which he maketh the Off-fpring not of faphet, but of Sem :) 
Further, that the Get<e or Goths did pafs through Scythia into Scandia and 
Sarmatia, and from Scandia into the Ifles of the Baltic!^ Sea and Ger¬ 
many ■, but that under that great Captain Filemer they made an Excur- 
fion again into AJia, and having there ejefted out of their Seats 
the Magogaan Scythians and the Cimmerians , fetled themfelves and their 
Empire in AJia •, whence the Saxons , Getes and Angles , (the Fore- 
Fathers of the EnglifiiJ were brought back again into Germany, to the 
Antient Seat of the Getes , under the Conduft of that Famous Woden 
fthe Progenitor of the chief Kings of Europe) about the year 29x0. 
All which, and much more our Author renders very probable , and in 
doing fo , gives proof of much Learning and Induftry. 


II. A Vindication of HTD.RO LOG IA CUT MIC A, by 
William Symplon M. D. London, for R.. Chifwell in Lit¬ 
tle Britain , 1670. 

T His Author, efteeming, that his Antagonift, Dr . Wittie , hath 
fallen fhort in ftrength of Argument againft his firft Book , writ¬ 
ten upon the Scarborough-Spare, and made fupplies by groundlefs accu¬ 
sations, maketh it his bufinefs in this Reply , to Anfwer the moft mate¬ 
rial Objedions urged againft him, endeavouring to confirm what he 
had faid before, and adding new Obfervations. 

And for a further Difcovery of the nature of the other Medicinal 
Waters at Knaresborough, he gives a particular Difcourfe both of the 
Sweet-Spare, and Sulphur-Well, found there ; where he propounds fome 
Experiments, which, in the Authors opinion , not only demonftrate 
the Nature and Eflence of their conftitutive Ingredients, but by which 
alfo any Simple Spring-Water may be changed into an Artificial Mineral 
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Watef, of the fame tail and operation with the Natural. And as to 
the Experiments, which concern the Sulphur-Water, and confequcntJy 
all other the like Sulphur-Springs, he affirms them to be fuch , as no Au¬ 
thor, that he knows, hath taken notice of, believing alfo , that they 
may yield no very fmall light for the further advancement of Sulphu¬ 
rous and other Mineral Waters. 

And forafmuch as the E(fence of the Scarbrough- Spare confifts, in his 
©pinion, ntoftwhat of an Aluminous Salt, he thence, taketh occafion to 
give an Accompt of the Alome-Works at Whitby •, deferibing.alfo the 
Difference betwixt the Natural and Factitious Alome. 

To all which he annexeth •, Firfi , A return to fome Queries , for¬ 
merly propounded in 2 V*. 52, of thef eTraffs by D , Dan.Foot, con¬ 
cerning Mineral Waters. £Where the Reader is defired to take notice 
of the great miftake of Dr, Symp/on , in calling thefe Papers the Ph, 
Tranfoff ions of the R, Society * which is a great injury to that llluftrious 
Body, thefe Trails being only the Communications of a fingle Per¬ 
son, who hath alfo heretofore exprefly fignified fo much to the World 
N*, II. of thefe Books^ and (till fignifieth the like at the end of eve¬ 
ry year, in the feveral Dedications of the fame.] Secondly , Some Re¬ 
flexions upon the moft material Paffages and Experiments, in a late 
Treatife, printed in London, and Entitui’d, Scarbrough Spaw , Spagyri- 
cally anatomised by Dr. G.Ton fid : in which Reflexions, a way is pro¬ 
pounded for preventing all Inconveniencies, which may happen to 
thofe that drink the faid Spaw. Thirdly, An Examination of the Ger¬ 
man Spare-Water, as he found fome of it feal’d up in Bottles in Holland. 
Fourthly, Some Obfervations on a Difl'eded Woman, who dyed of the 
Jaundice, 

Through the whole Book are to be met with , divers Obfervations, 
Experiments, and Hints, which may give occaiion to the Reader to 
improve the feveral Subjects, which they relate to. Among other par¬ 
ticulars, heinfmuates, that he knows, by a Dijfolvent, not rare a- 
mong Chymifts, with the addition of a Man's breath , to calcine a 
Metal, vidhumida, without which ( or fomething equivalent thereto ) 
the humid Calcination of that Metal cannot be perform’d item. How 
to melt another Metal ( prepared after a certain manner ) with the 
help of one Angle Lamp, un-affifted by any bhft •, item , That fome 
Menfiruum's may diffolve or break in pieces the clofe riveted parts of 
compad Bodies, when yet they leave other Bodies of a fofter and 
flightertexture untouch't: which, he adds, giveth light to the poflibi- 
lity of finding out by Art fuch Menftruums , as may diffolve and 
comminute the hard Stone in the Bladder , without touching the foft 
membrane of it, and othejt antrals ; Item, That not only Niter is a- 
frefh to be got out of the fame Earth, it was formerly extraded from ; 
but the Hke is obferv’d in the Minerals of Vitriol and Alome ; and, 
which is more, that the Generation of Metals is not terminated with 
one production, the Tinners in Cornwal having found after 30 years, 
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Tin generated anew, where it hath been formerly digg'd up and fill'd 
with Earth. Item , That taking a pint of fimple. Spring-water, in 
which he diflfoly*d betwixt one and two drachms of Sal marine in Fri* 
gido (lince about that quantity of Common Salt the Sulphur-water in the 
North contains,) he added to this Solution of Salt in water, about 
two or three ounces of Calx Vive and the Marcafites of Vitriol ( found 
near the Sulphur-Well ) groily pulverized ^ which prefently became 
conliderably hot; whereupon pouring off fome of the Water, he 
poured into the fame, filtred, a little Solution of the fimple Alome- 
Saltand it immediately caufed a precipitation of a Sulphur, and 
fent forth the very fmeil, and had alfo the exaft tail of the Sulphur - 
Well. 

Again ^ That, feeing all Bodies are but Concretions and Hardnings 
of their primitive Juyces , under various difguifes , generally per¬ 
form’d by the operation of the Air, therefore the Preparation of a 
Difiolvent by Art, (which may work wonders in this kind) is no more, 
to him, than to make fuch an one, as may foften thefe Concretions , 
made by the Air, and by taking away their hardnefs, reduce them into 
their firft Juicy Liquors. Where he obferveth , that if it were not 
for the perpetual Circulation of the Juyces in the Body, conftantly 
tranfpiring through the pores thereof , wc Ihould either become pe¬ 
trified, or be incircled with a Bark.
